Singular Case at Shanghai. 


A case of considerable interest 
to’ local mariners, and one in 
which remarkable allegations are 
bemg made, ,is at 
judice in the United States Court 
for Chins. The central figure in 
the case is James Thompson, well 
known in shipping circles on tha 
Chins Coast, who is facing a 
charge of having forged a master 
mariner’s Hicense,’ purporting to 
hare been issued the U. S.
